There waa then a bond- 
ed and floating debt of over 8900,000. 
Vo hud no credit at home or abroad 
mviug defaulted in our interest on onr 
muds, and us lute an 1871 10 per cent. 
cuds wore sold at 83 cento on the dol- 
ir. The city made no pretense of re- 
deeming her orders, and they were sold 
with diffioulty at from 70 to 80 cents, be- 
came there was no money in tho treas- 
ury. At tho present timo wo have a 
bonded debt of 8818,000, no floating 
debt, ovory order being cashed on pre- 
sentation; 8133,000 in the treasury, and 
ho best credit abroad, with onr interest 
tearing from 5 to G per cent. During 
tho post two years tho different depart- 
ments ol tho oity have been efficiently 
aud economically managed. I am called 
is Bnooessor to tho Hon. Charles A. Zol- 
inger as mayor. He hae, for the past 
welve yeara, iu an uuugually able and 
earless manner, filled thia office. Five 
meg the people of the oity have in- 
orsed and approved his official career. 
It is, therefore, with much solicitude for 
my success that I will try to Bnooeed 
lim. 


Thus it is aoen that ho reduced the 


indebtedness of the oity from $900,000 
at the begining of his administration, to 
iie net sum of 8i;8,r»,000 at its close, and 
this notwithstanding the eipenditure of 
over 3^00,000 for onr water works ays- 
om, and above all, gave tho oity a 
credit second to none in tho country.
